Continued from the January 1979 issue of FAMILY FINDINGS and contributed by 
Virginia Naylor Smith, 1716 Temple Avenue, Nashville, Tennessee 37215 • 

April 6, 1845 

After Devine Service by Bro. Coffee, the case of Bro, John Griffin was called, 
and it was voted that he be excomunicated. The church took up the case of Bro. 
James Baily and Bro. Newsom; the difficulty between them was held over until 
the next meeting, 

Oct. 4, 1845 

The case of Bro, Bailey and Bro, Newsom was called, and after investigation of 
the matter Bro. Baily manifesting such a bad spirit in view of the circumstances, 
the church voted to expel Bro, Baily, after which the church granted a letter of 
dismission to Sister Baily, The case of Bro, James Baily & Mason was called, and 
after a few remarks pro & con each making satisfactory acknowledgements to each 
other and the church. The church then on motion and second voted the expulsion 
of Sister McChristian on account of her -unmoral conduct, 

Nov, 1, 1845 

The Deacons reported that Bro„ William R, Alexander would be willing to serve 
' the church as pastor two Sabbaths in every month. It was voted that Bro, David 
House be Clerk of the church in place of Bro, Thos, Short. 

Jan, 3rd, 1846 

On motion and seconded Bro, Oliver Alexander was exonerated as treasurer of the 
church and Bro, C, C, Jones appointed in his place. The church agreed to take 
up the case of Bro, Jinkins which resulted in his exclusion in view of his 
immoral conduct, 

January 4« 1846 

Sister Nancy Rogers and Daughter Mary Rogers granted a letter of dismission, 

July 4, 1846 

Bros, Wm, Alexander, 0, Alexander and T, Short appointed delegates to the next 
convention* Took up the case of Sister Jenkin, male committee appointed to hear 
the report, case laid over, 

July 17. 1846 
, Brothers and Sisters Stoyall, Newsom, Stherage, Mason, Jno, Alexander & Howse 
to report on the case of Sister Jenkins, 

July 30. 1846 

The case of Sister Jenkins being called, in view of all sufficient reports 

and her wish, she withdrew from the Church, and she was excluded. 



Jan, 30. 1847 

Bro, Hilliard Hall, Sister Nancy A* Hall & Sister Jane Booker were granted 

letters of dismission, 

July 3d. 1847 

Bro, Bass & Sister Quenby came forward with letters and were received.

Sept. 5, 1847 

Brothers Short, and Bass were appointed a committee to supertend the 

building of a new meeting house* Bro. Hugh Coffee elected Pastor of the church. 
A charge brought against Bro. Richardson for unchristian conduct; Bros. Bass, 
Howse, Short, Stovall, Thompson, Powell, Gibson were appointed to investigate. 

Feby. 5. 1848 

Bro. Thos. Richardson was expelled from church. Sisters Black. & Beck were 

granted letters of dismission. 

Aug. 6, 1848 

Bro. & Sister Corker came forward and united with church by letter. Bro. I. 
Grifin & Bro. G. More were cited to attend church & today to show cause why they 
did not attend church meetings. Bro. Griffin came forward and gave the church 
satisfaction, Bro. Moore did not. Bro. Moore *s case was held over until" the 
next meeting. 

Saturday before the first Sunday in June, 1848 

Case of Bro. Moore being called, the church voted to bear with Bro. Grove Moore 
and to hope he will do better in the future. Bro. H. Richardson granted a 
letter of recommendation. 

July 29th. (i 1848 ' 

An invitation was given for the reception of Sisters Mariah, Mary, Martha 

& Sally Stuart - came forward and united themselves to this church by letter. 

Sept. 2d, 1848 

Letters of dismission granted to Bro. J. Griffin, Bro. H. W. Doyle and wife 

Sarah Doyle. 

1st LordVs day in Novr. 1848 

Letters of dismission granted to Bro. M. Corker & wife, Bro. Jno. Ribon & wife.

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HERNDON HARALSON of HAYWOOD COUNTT TENNESSEE 



Following is a biographical sketch of Hemdon Haralson along with excerpts from 
his diary, submitted by Virginia Naylor Smith, 1716 Temple Avenue, Nashville, 
Tennessee 37215 9 transcribed from original records in the Tennessee State Archives 
in Nashville. The diary reads as follows: 

A short Biographic sketch of the life of Hemdon Haralson written by his own 
hand Jan. 1st 1837 viz. 

My Grand Father Peter Haralson migrated from Holland to North 
America in the year 1715 and landed in Virginia. Shortly afterwards he maried 
a young lady by the name of Chambers in the County of Hanover, by whom he had 
four sons and one Daughter, About the year 1750, these four brothers (after 
their Fathers Death) removed out and settled, a small river of the Dan in the 
County of Orange North Carolina. Paul, who was the 3rd Son and being my Father, 
in the year 1754 married Nancy Lea, the Daughter of James Lea, then of Orange 
County and of the ancient family of Leas now living in the County of the State, 
by whom he has Eight sons and five Daughters, I being the first of the sons was 
born on the 12th day of October 1757. My Father not being in affluant circum- 
stances a limited English Education as was customary in those days. 

When about nineteen years of age, and at the opening of the land office in N. 
Carolina I received the tmmmmmmm mmmm of Deputy Surveyor for the County of Caswell and 
continued in that business untill the year 1780 at which time Col. Archibald 
Murphey the Clerk' of the Court for sd County employs me as deputy in his office^ 
with whom I continued untill Lord Cornwallace entered the State and passed through 
to the State of Virginia. On his march through the State he passed immediately 
(with his Army) by the office, Col. Murphey being then in the American Army. 
I collected the Records (to prevent their faling into the hands of the enemy) 
and deposited them safely and apply f d for a Commission to raise a Volunteer 
Company. It was immediately granted me and in a few days I had a completed 
Company, well equipped and I joined the Army under Genl. Greene. At this time 
the Tories was embodying in the neighbourhood of Hillsborough under the command 
of Col. Piles (a Dutch Doctor). We marched immediately, surprised and cut than 
to pieces. A few days afterwards we fought the battle at Whitsils Mill on the 

Reedy f oik of River; thence a severe skirmish on the Alamance; a few days 

afterwards the battle at Guilford Court House. From there I marched with army 
of Genl. Green to the Battle at the Eutaw Springs in South Carolina. I received 

a Majors command of three dollars infantry called the Marshall 

Corps. After this battle I returned to North Carolina in charge of about 500 
prisoners to the Town of Salisbury and was discharged. I again took charge of 
the Clerks office in Caswell untill the year 1784 • An offer was then made me by 
Robert Donald & Co. importing Merchants of Petersburg, Virginia, as Clerk of the 
House; I accepted and continued in their employ for 2, years, returned again to 
Caswell, took charge of the Clerk's office untill the year 1791. At which time 
on the 4th of Octo. in that year I married Mary Murphey the Daughter of said 
Archibald Murphey and settled in that County. By whom I had Eight sons and 
three Daughters. In the year 1792 the County being divided I fell in the new 
County by the name of Person. I was employed by one Ro. Payne (who was elected 

Clerk of County) to take charge of his office. While engaged in this 

and in the year 1793 I was Elected a Representative to the House of Commons 

for this County and continued as such annual Elections till the year 1800.

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SQUIRE HITHER E. MATHIS 

Bernard Mathis Malloy, M. 'Q. 9 2520 L Street N. W., Washington, D. C. 20037, submits 
the following article taken from the Jackson Sun, Jackson, Tennessee, September 30, 
1928, concerning his maternal grandfather, L. E. Mathis, his father and maternal 
grandfather, all Gibson County residents. 

SQUIRE MATHIS IS HONORED BY SONS OF U.. C. V. 

Appointed Assistant Inspector-in-Chief — Receives Commission , 

Squire LUTHER' E. MATHIS . for 22 years a Madison County Magistrate, has just 
received his commission appointing him assistant inspector-in-chief of the Sons of 
the United Confederate Veterans, headquarters of which is in Richmond, Va. 

The commission states that Squire Mathis is to exercise those duties con- 
sistent -with the post to which he has been appointed, and it shall be his duty to 
carry out and to promote the welfare of the parent organization, the United 
Confederate Veterans, as well as the younger organization composed of sons of the 
valiant band that wore the gray. 

The commission was issued by Edmond R. Miles, commander-in-chief of the Sons 
of United Confederate Veterans, and Walter L. Hopkins, chief of staff. 

Squire Mathis is Past Division Commander of the Sons of Confederate Veterans 
for the state of Tennessee. He served eight years. 

His Father Saved from Hanging Bt a Union Friend . 

Yesterday Squire Mathis told a very interesting and thrilling story of his 
father, the late A. L. MATHIS, who was a lifelong resident of Gibson county. It 
concerned the time during the turbulent days of the sixties when A. L. Mathis was 
"running the blockade" between Jackson and Hickman, Ky. 

"My father was a member of the blockade running band that slipped in and out 
of the Yankee lines, carrying medicine, tobacco and articles of food," Squire 
Mathis related. 

"The Yankees had Hickman in a bad condition. Many soldiers of the Confederacy 
were sick these, as well as numbers of women and children. The demand for food and 
medicines far exceeded the supply. The blockade runners did valiant service, trying 
to help their suffering comrades-in-arms* 

"One day my father started from Jackson with food and medicine. When he was 
near Hickman, and hopeful of making it into the town in safety with his precious 
cargo, he was suddenly confronted by a scouting party of Union soldiers who had 
been detailed to watch out particularly for blockade runners. You, the Yankees 
had a great way of trying to break the spirit of the Southern people by attempting 
to deprive them of the necessities of life* Medicines were one of the many 
articles sorely needed by the Confederates throughout the war. 

"The scouting party captured my father, who was riding a mule and carrying 
medicines hidden beneath corn in a sack across his saddle. They took him to 
Hickman. He was tried before one of the Union courts-martial, composed of a major- 
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SQUIRE LUTHER E. MATHIS (Continued) 

general and several staff officers. The verdict of the court-martial was that he 
was to be hanged for helping the Confederates - his own side! 

"They locked him up in the military prison, the execution being set for a date 
four days off. My father thought he had performed his last service for the people 
he loved. He made his peace with his God. 

Unexpected Help . 

"On the evening of the second day of his imprisonment, my father was surprised 
and greatly overjoyed to hear the voice of his life-long friend, Crick Martin, out- 
side his cell. Martin and he had grown up together, but he knew that Martin was a 
Union sympathizer. 

"Even as he greeted Martin through the bars of his cell, my father* s hope 
dwindled. Martin was his lifelong friend and boon companion of other days, but what 
could Martin do under the circumstances? Would friendship avail against the ver- 
dict of a court-martial? 

"His spirits wend down to the bottom of the well of hope. Martin greeted him 
warmly. Being a well known Unionist, Martin had free access to my father's cell. 
They talked in low tones. My father explained how he was captured, the charge 
upon which he had been sentenced to death, and his conviction that he would live 
but two more days. 

"Martin got busy, telling my father to keep up his courage and hope; that 
all was not lost yet. He hurried away to use his influence. Night came and passed. 
Next morning at sunrise my father knew he would be sent into eternity at the end 
of a rope. Despite his best efforts to be cheerful over Martin's cheery parting 
words, his spirits again ebbed. Despair set in and he wondered vaguely whether his 
neck would be broken by the drop or whether he was doomed to a horrible death by 
strangulation. 

"Strange, terrible, thoughts for my father, cooped up in the military prison. 
And all the time he was worrying so much, his friend Martin was doing good ^ work in his 
behalf. Martin laid himself liable to suspicion, he knew, by his efforts in my 
father's behalf. But that did not deter him. 

"Friendship with Crick Martin was a strong blaze that knew no quenching even 
by the vicissitudes that are brings inevitably. Finally he got the ear of the 
major-general who had presided at the court-martial that sentenced my father to 
death. 

"For an hour he pleaded earnestly for the life of his boyhood friend. At 
last, as the third day was waning, the major-general signed a release order. My 
father's eyes were staring at the flickering kerosene lamps and lanterns in the 
corridors .of the prison, all hope of life now gone, when the quick step of Crick 
Martin echoed" down the cell tier. 

A moment later his cheery voice sounded. With Martin was a prison guard who 
unlocked my father's cell when Martin showed him the release order. Martxn and 
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my father went to the office of the prison commander, turned over the written 
order to him, and my father's personal effects were restored to him, 

'•The only requirement that the Union commander insisted upon was that my 
father refrain from blockade running in the future . As he saw the war was nearing 
its end, anyway, he consented., For years he had done his part with his rifle and 
as blockage runner His health was ijnpaired by exposure • The war closed a few 
months after he reached home to recuperate his strength." 

Nine Uncles and Grandfather in the Confederate Forces . 

Squire Mathis smiled when asked if he had any other kinfolk in the Confederate 
army except his father. 

Tt I had nine uncles and a grandfather in the Confederate armies," he said. 
Which probably is a record for one family. 

Mention of his maternal grandfather (John S. Rush, Jr.) reminded Squire 
Mathis that his grandfather narrowly escaped injury or death at the hands of 
General ^reeling Hurst, the Union renagade commander who was so bitterly hated by 
Confederates of this section. General Hurst's home was at Purdy in McNairy county. 

"My frandfather was caught once by Gen. Hurst's men - Hurst was with them - 
and suffered considerable humiliation at their hands. Most of the soldiers in this 
particular detachment of Hurst's men were negroes. 

"At Hurst's orders, the negro troopers tied my grandfather's hands behind 
his back, cursed and threatened him with death in many horrible forms and marched 
him, afoot, up the dusty road under a broiling sun a distance of several miles. 

"When they had humiliated him in all ways they could think of, he was freed. 
My grandfather never got over that insult at the hands of Hurst and his colored 
troops."
